Have decreed with my ſelf ( O beſt and greateſt of Kings | ) 
ro-publiſh che jult reſentiments of a heart, perfcly rouch'd 
with the Joy and Univerſa) Acclamations of your People, 
for your this dayes Exaltation and glorious inveſticure, 
And truly, ir was of cuſtome us'd to good and gracious 
Princes, upon leffer occaſions, ro pronounce and —_—_ their merits 
with Elogics and Panegyrics 3 bur if ever they were due , ic is to your 
Majeſty this Day ; becauſe as your Virtues are ſuperiour to all thar 
paſs d before you 3 ſois the Conjuncure, and the ſteps by which you 
are happily aſcended to ir, Miraculous , and alltogether ſtupendious + 
So that what the former Ages might produce ro deprecate their 
fears, or flatter the Inclinations of a Tyrant, we offer "amemondd. wy 
and by Inſtin&, wichour Artifice to your Serene Majeſty, our juſt and 
righefull Soveraign. Andit in theſe expreſſions of ir, and the formes 
we uſe, it were poſſible ro exceed, and ſooffend your Modeſty ; here- 
in only. ( great Sir) do we nor fear to diſobey you z ſince it 1s not in 
your power to deny us our rejoycing, nor indeed in ours, to moderate. 
Permit us therefore ( O beſt of Kings) to follow our genius, and to 
conſecrarte your Name, and this dayes exaltation to that poſterity 
which you alone have preſerved , and which had certainly ſeen irs pe- 
riod, bur for your happy Reſtauration z ſothat your Majeſty does nor 
ſo much accepr a benefit from, as give ir ts your Subjes. For though 
rhe fulneſs of this Dayes joy, be like the ſeven years of plenty ; yet, 
is that bread far more ſweet , which is caten with remembrance of 
the paſt Famine ( roo bitter, alas ! to be forgotten on the ſuddain ) c- 
ſpecially, when it may ſerve to illuſtrate our preſent feliciry, and con- 
duce to your Majeſties glory : For ſo the skillful Artiſt,ftudious of maki: g 
2 ſurpriſing peice,or repreſenting ſome irradiated Deity, deepens the

ſhadowes ſometimes with the darkeſt touches, and approacthung to hor- 
rour itieli, thereby to render his lights the'more retulgent, and ſtriking 
in che eyes of the Spectator. 

Let us then ca!l ro mind(and yet for ever curſed be the memory of it ) 
choſe diſmal clouds , which lately oreſpread us, when we ſerved the 
lults of thoſe immanc Uſurpers , greedy of power, that themſelves 
might vc under none 3 Cruel, that they might murther the Innocent 
wirhour cauſe 3 Rich, wich the publicx povercy z ſtrong, by putting rhe 
{word inro the hands of furies , and proſperous by unheard of pertidic. 
Armies, Barrails, Impeaching, tImpriſonment, Arraining, Condemning, 
Profcribing,Pjundring. Gibbers and Exccucions were the eloquent expret- 
ſons of our milcrics : There was no language then heard bur of Perjury, 
Dciufion, Hypocrſie, Hereſic, Taxes, Exciſes ,Sequeſtration, Decimart- 
on, and a thouland like barbarities : In ſumme, rhe ſolitudes were filled 
with noble Exiles, the Cities with rapacious Theives, rhe Temples with 
Sacrtlegtous Villains 3 They had the ſpoiles of Provinces, the robbing of 
Churches, the goods of the lain, the Srock of Pupils, the plunder of 
L{yal Subjects 3 no Teſtament, no Stare {ccure, and nothing eſcaped 
thcir cruelty and inſatiable avarice. For if it be ſweet in proſperity, to 
confider of the paſt adyentures, if rempcſts commend the Haven z War, 
Peace; and our laſt ſharp ſickneſs, our preſent Kealth and Viguur 3 why 
ſhou!d ir not delight your Majeſty to hear of the miſcrics we have ſuffe- 
rcd 3 fince they re-inforce your own felicity , and the bencfirs which 
we receive by it 2- where then ſhould I begin bur with thy Calamitics, 
O unfortunate Exzland ! who hadft only rhe priviledge of being miſera- 
ble, whenall the World were happy : Bur 1 will not go too far in re- 
peating the ſorrowes which are vaniſh'r, or uncover the bucied memory 
of rhe evils paſt Heaſt whilſt we ſtrive to repreſent the vices of others, 
we ſeem to contaminate your Sacred purple, or alloy our preſent re- 
joycing 3 {ince that 'only is fign of a perfe& and confummare felicity, 

when even the very remembrance of evils paſt, is quite forgotten. 
Miraculous "Reverſe ! O marvel greater then Mans Counſel! who 
will-believe that which his eyes do ile» whar' before a twenty years 
confuſion had deftroy'd ; behold a few monerhs have reſtor'd : Bur the 
wonder does yet fo much more aftoniſh , that the grief was nor 
ſo univerſal for having ſuffer'd under ſuch a Tyranny, as for having been 
fo long depriv'd of ſo excellent a Prince : No more then do we hence- 
forth accuſe our paſt miſeries z All things are by your preſence repair'd, 
and fo reflouriſh; as if they even rejoyc'd they had once been de- 
ſtroy'd, AuHor tuis fata beneficits. So as not only a Diadem binds your 
ſacred Temples this day ; but you have even crown'd all your Subjets 
too 3 ſo has your auſpicious preſence gilded all rhings 3 our Churches, 
Tribanals, Taeaters, Palaces, lift up their heads again ; the very fields 
dolaugh and exalr. O happy, and bleſſed ſpring ! not ſo glorious yer 
with the pride and enamel of his flowers, the golden corn, and the 
gemms of the pregnant Vine, as with thoſe Lillies and Roſes which 
bloom and flouriſh in your Chaplet this day,to which nor only theſe,bur 
ever! all the'produftions of nature ſeem to bend, and pay their homage, 
2 Andlet itbea new year, anew </£r4, toall the future Generations, 
as it is the beginning of this, and of that immenſe , _— 
it | | ution 5 
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lation; for what could arrive more juſtly, more ſtupendious, were e- 
ven the cight {phcar ir ſelf now hurled about > For no ſooner came 
our CHARLES on ſhore, bur every Man was in the Haven where 
he would be ; the ſtorm Univerſally ceas'd, and every one ran forth ro 
ſee our Pallatium, tanquam cel delapſum : Virgins, Children, Women, 
erembling old Men, vencrating the very thip that wafred our Jaſon 
and his Heroes, raviſh'd wich the fight, yer hardly believing for a- 
ſtoniſhment z the greatneſs of the miracle, oppreſling our ſc nſes, and 
endangering our very faith, 
Credetnehoc olim Ventura pofteritas ? 

I would prayle you Great Prince, but having begun ; where ſhall I 
make an end ? fince rhere remains nota Topic through all that kind, 
bur one might write Decads of ir, withour offending the truth, were ir as 
ſecure of your modeſty z ſince I am as well ro conſider whar your cars 
can ſuffer, as whar is owing to your Virtues: On whar heads ſhall 1 
extend then my diſcourſe > your Birth, Country, Form, Education, 
Manners.Studies, Friends, Honours and Fortune runthrough all the par- 
ritions « f che Demonſtrative : An Orator could have nothing more to 
wiſh for, nor your Majeſty to render you more accompliſh'd. 

' Shall I conſider then your Majeſty as you were a Son to that glorious 
Father before his Apotheofis > As you were your ſelf a Confeſlor after 
itz As youare now this day in your Zenich and exaltation 3 and as 
we Augure you will by Gods blefling prove ro your SubjeRts hereat- 
ter : For cven through all theſe does our proſpe&t lead us ; Nor may 
it be objc&ed that what ſhall be ſpoken of your Majeſty, can be ap- 
plied ro any other 3 fince the Fortune and Events of the reſt of Princes, 
have been ſo differing from yours ; as ſeeming to have becn ccn- 
duced by Men'alone, and ſecond Cauſes 3 yours only by God, and as it 
were by Miracle. 

I begin then with your early Piety to that Kingly Martyr whoſc 
Sacred dictates did inſtirute your render years, and whoſe ſufferi 
were ſo much alleviated by your Mafeſties = proficiency in all that 
might preſage a hopefull and glorious Succeſſor : For ſo did you run 
through all his Vicifſitudes , during that \implacable war , which 
ſought nothing more then to defear you of ail opportunities of a Princely 
education, as fearing your future Virtues 3 becauſe they knew the ſtock 
from whence you ſprung, was nor to be deſtroy'd by wounding the 
body, ſolong as ſucha Branch remained,

Whilſt he Retp'd and Govern'd , you learn'd only to obey ; Livin 
your own Princely 
day how to Command, and which we now ſee accompliſh'd : Theſe 
then are the effefts, when Princes are the Sons of Nobles ; fince on- 
ly ſuth know beſt ro ſuppore the weight, who uſe to bear berimes, and 
by degrees 3 nor thoſe who raſhly pull it on their ſhoulders ; becauſe 
they take it with leſs violence, leſs ambition, leſs jealouſic : None ſo 
ſecure a Prince, as he that is ſo born. 


Bur no ſooner did that bleſſed — expire, then our redivive Phe-

Impreſs ; as knowing it would beſt inſtru& you _ ICH DIEN. 
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21x appear'd ; riſing from thoſe Sacred Aſhes Teftaror and Hetr 3 Fa- 
thir and yer Son 3 Ano:her, and yct the ſame ; introſuming as ir were 
;is Spirit, as he breath'd ic our, when finging his own Epicedium and 
Genethliack rogerher, he {ccm'd prodigal of his own lite ro have it re- 
double'd in your felicity : Thus, Rex runquem moritur. O admirablc 
condudt of the Divine Providence, to immortalize the image of a juſt 
Monarch : 1pſa quidem, ſed u:n eadem, quia & pſa, nec 1pſa eſt. Since 
that may as truly be apply'd to your Majeſty, which was once to the wiſcſt 
of Kings : Mortuw eſt Pater ejus, & quaſi non mertuw, ſumilem enim reli- 
quit ſibt poſt ſe. 

Bur with how much prudence , is ſcrcnity attributed amongſt the _ 
titles of Princes, and the beams of the fun ro irradiate their Crowns ; 
Thar the Scepter bcars a Flower 3 tince as that glorious: planer produces, 
ſo docs it alſo wither them 3 and chere is nothing laſting, ſave their ver- 
rues, which are indeed their cfſenrial parts, and only immortal ; For 
evenyet did the clouds intercept our day with the continuance of fo dil- 
ma!l a ſtorm, asic obaubilarcd all chole hopes ef ours. Ir is an infinite 
adventure, it 1n a Princes Family ( once overcaſt ) ir ever grow farr wea- 
ther again, but by a lingular and extraordinary providence. I mention 
this ro increaſe the wonder, and reinforce your telicity. Empires paſſe, 
Kingdomes are tranſlated, and dominions ceale : 'The Cerropides of old, 
the Arſaciaes,the Theban,Corinthian,Syracuſian,and ſundry more laſted nor 
ro the tourcth Age wirhour ſtrange and prodigious rragedics 3 bur why go 
we ſo far back, when a few Centuries preſent us with ſo many freſh Re- 
volutions > How many neſts has the Roman Eagie changed ? Bulgarian, 
Saracen, -Latine ; In the Comment, 1ſaact,P aleologt, &c, even tull it daſh'd 
it ſelf in picces againſt rhe Oetemay rock, Vhat mutations ham been in 
the houſe of Arrageon > How many Riders has the P arthenapean horſe un- 
ſadd!'d and flung > How many Szc:ly > Whar changes have been in 1tely, 
What in Fraxce, andindeed through all Europe by Yandals,Saxons, Daxes, 
Normazs, by external invaſion, internal FaRtion , Envy , Ambition , 
treachery and violence 2 The Coxſ#latedegenerared into Olrgarchy, which 
occaſion'd the Aventine (edition 3 Democrary into Ochlocraty under the 
Tribunes and wicked Graceh: ; and Momarchy it ſelf, ( the very beſt of 
Govcrnments ) into Tyranny, : | | 

Indeed your ſacred Majeſty. was caſt out of your Kingdoms, but could 
never be thrown out of our hearts ; There, you had a Fave ſcat 3 and 
the Prince that is inthron'd there, is ſafe ,in all murartions : Keep there 
Sir, and you are inexpugnable, immoveable, And how ſhould it other- 
wayes be > A Prince of your virtue could not milcarry, that being truly 
verified of Your Majeſty, as well in your perfe&tions, as your perſon, 
Certe, Uidetis quemelegit Dominu tn Regem, quortam non fit ſimilis ills in om- 
21 populo. Nature delign'd your Majcſty a King, Fortune makes others ; 
nor are you more-your peoples by birth, and a _ ſeries of Progeni- 
cors, then by your merits : This appeared in all thoſe digits of your dar-, 
keſt Eclipſe 3 The defe& was ours, not:your Majeſties. For the 'Sun 
is alwaics ſhining, though-men alwates ſee him not 3 and ſince the too 
great ſplendor, and proſperity did confound us, it pleaſed God to in- 
rerpoſe thoſe clouds, till we ſhould be better able tro behold you with 
more reverence and ſecurity 3 For then it was that you prepar'd your ſelf 
for this weighty government, and gave us thoſe preſages of your Virtue, 


by . 
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by what you did,for your people, and what you ſuffered for them 3 figna* 
lizing your Courage , your Fortitude, .Conttancy, Picty, Prudence and 
Temperance upon all occaſions. Your Travels and Adventures are as 
far beyond thoſe of #ly[es, as you exceed him in Dominions ; Sz quis e- 
zim velit percenſere Ceſarts res, totum profeRo terrarum orbem exumeret : For 
he mult zo very far that would ſum up your perfe&tions : Your kill in 
the cuſtomesof Nations, the ſituations of Kiagdomes, the Advantages 
of places, the temper of the Climates 3 fo as the Ages to come ſhall re11 
with delight, where you fought valiantcly, where you ſuffered gallantly, 
Quis ſudores tuos ba:ſerit camp, que vefettiones tuas arbores, que ſomnun 
ſaxa pretexerint, quad denique teum maguws boſpes impleveris,and all thoſe 
ſacred Yeftigia of yours : Thus what was once applyed to Trajan, becomes 
due ro your Majeſty, and | my ſelf am witneſs both abroad, and at home, 
of whar I pronounce, having now beheld you in both fortunes with love 
and admiration ; Bur this is not halfe, and to ſtop ar lingle perfeCtions, 
were to give jealouſic ro the reſt yetunrouched,and ſhould I bur ſuccin&t- 
ly numbcr them all,were nor to weave a Panegyrick, but an Inventory. 

Bur amongſt all your Vertues none was more eminent then your con- 
ſancy to your religion, which no ſhocks of Fortune, no aſſaults of 1o- 
phiſters, events and ſucceſle of adverſaries, or offcrs of ſpecious Friends 
could ſhake 3 ſo great a thing it was thac you did perſevere, ſo much 
greater q 0d now timuists ne perſeverare non poſſes. 

Bur whilſt Armics on earth tought for che Ulurper, the Hoſts of Hea- 
ven foughr in thcir courſcs for your Majeſty ; dathing your greateſt e- 


nemyupon that Rock, which afforded you thelecr, rill char Tyranny was 


over paſt : And how welcome to Us was that bleſſed day qui tyraynum 
abu lit peſſimum, Principem dedit optimum | He liv'd by itorming others, 
dycd in one himſelf, & pot Nutila, Phebus. Yer did” not thar 
uite diſſolve our fears, till that other head of Hydra was cut off, thar 

deſpicable Rump which ſucceeded, not by rhe ſword, or any humane 
addreſſe , lealt we ſhould ſacrifice ro our own Nets 3 but by the imme- 
diate hand of heaven, wichout noiſe, without Armes, or ftratageme, 
the fame of your vertucs, more thenrthe ſenſe of our own miſery, uni- 
verſally rurning the hearts even of your very Enemies ; and then thar 
Northern Star be an.the dawning of this day, till uy nearer approach 
did guild our Horizon, brighter then the rayes of che Eaſtern fun, from 
whole ſpicy coaſt, like a true Phoenix you were ro come 3 For fo at the 
ſight of chat Royal Bird was the memory of Seſoſtris, of Amaſis and Ptols- 
myever fortunate, and ſo was yours to us;

the rappy preſages of our glorious Returne, ſtupendious indecd and al- 
moſt indicible : For no ſooner did your Argo hoile fail, that the Eagles 
rhem(elves fled not ſwifrer, chen the report of your approach from cen 
thouſand mourhes of brafſe, echoing from (tip to ſhip , and ſhore to 
ſhore, with their chundring voices, out'done yer with the ſhouts and 
acclamarions of your glad people, when our ſhaken, Republique ruſhed 
ar once into your princely Armes for ſafery and 4ſjlum, not by the oc- 
cult power of Deſtiny, or blind revolution, but the extraordinary hand 


of 
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o: Providence, whoſe pathes aye 1 the great Waters, and whoſe faotiteps are 
70" known: O p3Uun 4'q ie trauditum a1 principatum iter, who that ſhall 
write Annals, or Vcries can ever forget that day ? nor decrepir age, 
nor the {ick, nor rhe render 5ex were kept back from reſolving to behold 
that miraculousencry of yours; The very little children pointed ro you, the 
firiplings and young men cx{ulred, the Anticnt men ſtood amazed, and 
thoſe who were under the empire of a cruel diſcale, leaped our of their 
beds,to have the ſight of you,rhar were the ſatery of the People,returning 
with cure and refrethment : Ochers prorcſted, they had even now lived 
long enough, and were ready roexpire with joy, and the tranſports of 
ther ſpirits 3 as ſatished thar this Ball could not preſent them with an 
orher obje& worthy their adm'ration 3 others wiſhed now .ro live more 
rhenever, that rhey mighr ſtil] enjoy rheir defired objec 3 and women 
forzerting rhe pains of clitldbirth, brought forth with joy, becauſe they 
gave Cicizens to ther Prince, and Souldicrs now to their Javvful Em- 
DETOUr. ; 

Your Majeſty muſt needs remcmber, nor is the ſound yer our of your 
ſacred cars, when the houſes of this your Auguſt Metropolis were co- 
vered with the loud and cheerful ſpectators, becauſe the earth was roo 
narrow to contain them ; the wayes and the trees were filled with the 
ſhouting of your pcople, LONG LIVE KING CHARLES THE 11, 
tamque &qualiter ab om;ibus ex a1uentu tuo letitia percepta eſt, quam omnil us 
weriſti. For when the wile Arbiter of things began roJook down upon 
us, ali things conſpir'd to make us happy z our Deliverance by your Ma- 
jc{tyas by another Moſes, leading us our of that /£gyptian bondage 3 or 
by a nearer reſemblance that of the Babylomiſh captivity, if not yet farr 
greater 3 ſince God did chere only rurne the heart of a Prince to ler a 
nation go : Here, the hearts of a whole Nation, to invite a ba- 
niſh'd Prince to come,when no other viſible power interpos'd. Let others 
boaſt then of their miracles 3 we can produce ſuch, as no age, no people 
under heaven can ſhew 3 God moving the hearts of his mott implacable 
Enemies in a moment as it were, and thoſe who had been before inhn- 
manely thirſty after your blood, now ready to ſacrifice their own for your 
ſafery; Digna res memorutu | that ſub ducibus vex illisque Regits, boſtis ali- 
quando Ren, & ſigua contra que fleterstt ſequebatur. Bur 1 ſuffer with 
roo muchPlenty, and whar eloquenceis able ro expreſſe the triumph 
of that your never to be forgotten Entry, unleſle ir be the renewing of ir 
this day ? For then were we as thoſe who dream, and can yer hardly be 
perſwaded, that we are truly awake : D tes ile terns ſeculis monumen- 
tis1 16 mandandys, A day never to be wy in all our Gencrations, 
bur ro be conſecrated to poſterity, tranſmitted to future Ages, and in- 
ſerted into Monuments more laſting then Braſſe. Away then with 
theſe Woodden and temporary Arches, tobe taken down by che Peo- 
ple ar pleaſure; cre& Marble ones, laſting as the Pyramids, and im- 
movable as the mountains themſelves, and when they fail, let rhe me- 
mory of it ſtil] remain engraven in our Hearts, Books, Records, ou:ſimo 
hard peritura die. 

And yet not this altogether, becauſe we have received a Prince, bue 
ſuch a Prince, whole flare and fortune in all this bleſſed change, we fo 
much admire not,as his mind ;, For rhar is truly felicity, not to poſſeſſe

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great things, bur to be thought worthy of chem : And indeed Greaz Sir, 
neceſfiry conſtrains me, and che laws of Pazegyric, to verific ir in_ your

he is :cally no King who poſleſles nor ( like you ) a Kingly mind, be his 


Cz-7 
ſar , Ceſar belongs much more to the Republick ; and of chis you have - 


given proof. 


For no ſooner were we poſleſs'd of your ſacred Majeſtic, bur you ſud: 


dainly gave form to our confuſed Chaos : We preſently ſaw. when * you 
had taken the reigns into your ſacred hands, and began to firat Sterne, 
our deviating and giddy courſe grow ſtcady, and the flutuating Repub- 
lick at drift ready to pur into'a ſecure Port, | | TRCG! 

Youbegan your Entry with an act of general Clemency, and to make 
good the advice of your Marryr'd Father, and the beli _—_— , forgave 
you birtereſt Enemies 3 and not on!y barely forgiving, bur by an exceſle 
of charity, doing honour ro ſome, ut nemo ſ6ht wif te . Viflore wideatur. 
This was plainly Godlike : - For ſo rare athing we find ir, that Princes 
think chemſelves oblig'd 3 or if chey think it, that they love ir; rhat 
your example will reproach all who went before you : 'As you promis'd; 
{o you perform'd it, punfually, and wich advantage. Nor indeed , do 
you delire any thing ſhould be permitted your Majeſty, bur what is 
indu'g'4 your Vaſſals, ſubjcRing even your ſelf rothoſe Lawes by which 
you 0b{tze your SubjcRs z For as ir is a grear feliciry to be able -ro. do 
what one wiil; ſo is it much more glorious, to will only whar-:is juſt 
and honyucable, All other Princes before your Majeſty ſpake as much; 
you on y have performed it 3 nor is there a Title of your engagements, 
which cven your very encmies diffide of, much lefſe your Friends ſuſpe: 
They enjoy, and theſe hope z becauſe thoſe were rv be conciliated by 
pretenr effeAs, rheſe are (ecure by paſt promiſes ; and none that receives 
thcm of your Majeſty reckons from the time they injoy ir,bur the period 
of your promiſe z becaulc ir procceds ( they know ) from. a Princely and 
candid mind 3 and if it ſeem long in acquiring, ir is not { I perſwade my 
ſelf) b cauſe you are difficult, much Iek unmindtul ; bur that the bene- 
fir may be more acceprable, and rhe ſenſcof ir more permanent'; fince 
ro {uddain felicity aſtoniſhes,and ſometimes renders the Recipient in- 
grateful, whilſt your favours are not fugitive but certain, It was only for 
Your Mijcſtie ro be complearly happie, when you began to be ſoz 
and yer your ſubjc&s had as much as they could well ſupport ; fince you 
have made ir your only buſinefſe ro ſublovare the needie, and give them 
as it were a rew Fate, your piety nor more appearing in pardoning.- 
Encmies, and where tt the Penitent , han juſtice in refiiciqe the 
Opprcfſ.d : For how many are fince your returne, return'd to their own 
Homes, to their Wives, Children, Offices, and Patrimonics >: Add;- 
ditque D:mm's omnta que frerant Tobi duplicias ſome of them with'im- 
menſe advantages; and of this the languifhing Church of Exzlazd is a moſt 
eminent inſtance ; Thar ſhe, which was firſt and moſt afflicted, ſhould

ſteady and faithful ; fuch as You have, and which Virwe rathcr 
then Fortune es. Ofthis I obteſt the fidelity of Your own inviola- 
ble my » diltinguiſhed formerly by the invidious name of Cavatier, 
though {1gnificant and gloriousz butI provoke the World to produce 
me an example of parallel Loyaltie : What Prince undcr heaven, aficr

& > The Grecrans forſook their Leaders upon every lleight diſaſter; the 
very Romans were not ſteady of old,. but followed the fortune of the 
Common Vitor; The Germaz and the French will happily ſtick to their 
Prince.in diſtrefſe, as far as the Plate, the Tapiſtry, or ſome ſuch ſuper- 
fluous moveable may abide the pawn ; Bur where ſha]l we finda Subjc & 
that hath perfiſted like Your Majeſties, to the lofſe of Libertic, Eftare, 
and life it felf, when yet all ſcem'd to be determin'd againſt tem ; fo as 
even their enemies were atlaft vanquiſh'd with chetr conltancy,and their 
very Tormentors wearied withthcir infuperable Paricyce3nor can they in 
all thartradt of Time, bardly brag of having made one fignal Pre: lyte in 
ewenty Years thatthis difference continu'd 3 and that becauſe the obe- 
dience of your Majeſties Subjets,is engraffed into their Religion an In- 
ſictution, as well as into the adoration of Your Virtucs.
